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‘““CANINE SPECIALIST.” 


We are pleased to publish a full report of the 
appeal against a decision of the Justices of the 
Borough of Kingston-on-Thames. The “ Justices” 
had decided that the use of the term “Canine 
Specialist” was not an infringement of the Veteri- 
nary Surgeons Act. The Court of Appeal has deci- 
ded that it is. 

The report of the case is, however, not altogether 
satisfactory, and we are inclined to say “ thank 
God we have a Lord Chief Justice.” If we had 
been left to the tender mercies—let alone the legal 
acumen—of Justices Ridley and Darling the last 
particle of value of our Act would have disappeared 
unless the College had gone to the House of Lords. 
We do not doubt the Council would have appealed 
if Justices Ridley and Darling bad prevailed, but at 
what a cost? This case answers some rather 
stupid questions that have lately been asked as to 
why the Council wanted more money. 

Quackery is a great enemy to us, and it becomes 
every year more blatant and astute. If the Veteri- 
nary Surgeons Act is to be any protection to the 
profession it must be maintained at all cost, and 
every year will require more energy and more 
money to enable us to hold our own. 


THE ImportTarion oF Does. 


The following report appears in a daily news- 
paper :— 

“Count von Farbrace, Equerry to the King of Saxony, 
and Countess von Farbrace were yesterday summoned 
at Dover for smuggling ashore a pet dog from the Calais 
wail steanser Lord Warden. 

The evidence showed that the Countess was noticed 
to look bulky when she landed. On examination it was 
found that she had the dog in a bag slung round her 
waist, under her coat. 

The solicitor who represented the Count and Countess 
pleaded ignorance of the law on their part. 

The magistrates inflicted a fine of £5 and costs.” 

We need not emphasise the bearing of the evi- 
dence for the prosecution upon the defence which 
Was subsequently advanced, but we must express 
surprise that so small a fine was inflicted. The 
nhaximum penalty —a fine of £20—is really too light 
for an offence of this description. No doubt the 
restrictions upon the importation of dogs are vexa- 
tious to dog owners, but they were framed to pro- 
‘ect human beings against perbaps the most terrible 
disease which affects mankind, and time has proved 
their efficacy. Né case of rabies has occurred in 
this country since 1902, though the disease is stil 
Prevalent abroad. In the year 1895, we had 672 
cases In Great Britain also, but, since the muzzling 
out the disease, the quarantine regu- 
7 hs have prevented its re-introduction from other 

Cuntries. Any future outbreak that may occur in 


this country will be due to the surreptitious import- 
ation of an infected dog, and many veterinary sur- 
geons are aware that dog-smuggling is by no means 
infrequent. 

The rank of the defendants in the present case 
suggests that the practice is even more common 
than we suppose, and it is imperative that it should 
be stopped. Human life is endangered when dogs 
are smuggled ashore undetected, and cases that are 
detectea should be dealt with rigorously. 


THe ANNUAL REGISTRATION FEE—A SuGGESTION. 


Despite the amount of ink and breath which 
some disaffected members have expended in de- 
nouncing the proposed Annual Registration Fee, it 
must be said that hardly anyone has suggested a 
workable alternative to any point in the scheme 
objected to. Anexception must be noted in Mr. 
Wolstenholme, whose short letter, which we pub- 
lished three weeks ago. 

His suggestion—that no penalties shall be put 
in force until the defaulting member is a year 
in arrear—is quite new, and certainly seems to 
have something in its favour. If the Bill were 
modified by the introduction of a year's grace to 
members in arrear, it is certain that much of the 
apparent harshness of the penal clause would be 
removed. On the other hand, though undoubtedly 
there are objections to such a modification, we do 
not see any insuperable ones. 

It has been publicly stated that the Council are 
ready to consider any suggestion for the improve- 
ment of the Bill, and it is regrettable that so few of 
those who disapprove of the measure should not 
have attempted anything but destructive criticism. 


A Wetcome VISITOR. 


For the first time we print this week a report of 
meeting of a professional Association on the Western 
Continent— The Veterinary Association of Manitoba- 
and we are pleased to have the opportunity of doing so. 
The scientific side of our professional life should know 
no distinction of race or nation where there is an oppor- 
tunity for advancing knowledge. The social side appeals 
to us more nearly in those of onr own kin and under the 
same flag. In this report there is something very 
familiar to us in the tone of the Secretary-Treasurer's 
remarks and in his balance sheet, and the Resolution on 
inspection of meat and milk might be our own. There 
is something distinctly different in the control the 
Association exercises over practitioners in that State. 

That other Dominion “down under” appears to have 
no professional association, possibly on account of geo- 
vraphical conditions, and — also because the 
majority of our men practising there are in Govern- 
ment employ. The great South Continent, too, the 
Commonwealth, has not, so far as we know, any asso- 
ciation. Here, in addition to distances, there is the factor 
of difference in qualifications which perhaps militates to 


| some extent against professional uuity. 
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ABSTRACTS FROM FOREIGN JOURNALS. 


RETENTION OF THE Fa Tat MEMBRANES. 


Hermans advocates a method of treating reten- 
tion of the foetal membranes in the cow, which 
differs in some respect from those in vogue in 
England. He invariably removes the membranes 
by hand between the 36th and 48th hour after par- 
‘turition, when the operation is much less disagree- 
able and dangerous to the practitioner than in cases 
where putrefaction has become well marked. While 
admitting the necessity of antiseptic uterine injec- 
tions in these latter cases of established putrefac- 
tion, he objects to their employment either before 
or after manual extraction, when that is practised 
from 36 to 48 hours after parturition. 

Called to a case at this time, he removes the 
membranes by hand, removes the greater portion of 
the uterine fluid by the hand held cup-wise; and if 
it is then thought necessary to flush out the uterus, 
he prefers doing so with normal saline solution at 
a temperature of from 30 to 35 C. (=86 to 95 F.). 
This is introduced into the uterus by means of a 
tube of caoutchouc, which is then used as a siphon 
to drain away the injected fluid with the uterine 
discharges. 

As regards internal medication, Hermans con- 
demns tbe use of emmenagogues as productive of 
more harm than good. He strongly advocates the 
administration of sugar, of which he has had exten- 
sive experience, and which he invariably uses. He 
considers sugar an uncertain agent in promoting the 
expulsion of the membranes, but confidently asserts 
that it is very efficacious against the retention of 
uterine discharges, and is, moreover, devoid of ill- 
effects. 

Generally he gives from 13 to 2 kilogrammes 
(approximately from 3} to 44!bs.) in the course of 
three or four days, giving in addition, at the same 
time, foods rich in sugar, as beets and carrots. 

Hermans seems to be only the third author who 
has described the good effects of sugar, the other 
two being Fabretti, an Italian. and F. C. Mason in 
Great Britain. Mason’s article appeared in The 
Veterinarian, 1901, page 77.- Annales de Md. Vét.

On the proposition of Mr. E. Whitley Baker, seconded 
by Mr. Angwin. the minutes of the last meeting as pub- 
lished in The Veterinary Record were taken as read and 
confirmed. 

Mr. E. WuirLtey BAKER announced that Mr. T. b. 
Goodall had definitely decided to resign his membership, 
and after a few remarks from the President expressive 
of the latter’s regret as this decision, the resignation was 
formally accepted. 

The Hon. Sec. reported that he had received a letter 
from Mr. C. E. Smith asking permission to give a 
demonstration of a new “Simplicity Oxygen Deliverer,” 
but on the proposition of Mr. Angwin, it was decided 
that the communication should lay on the table. 

The Hon. Sec. reported that he had communicated 
the resolution passed at the last meeting repecting the 
notification of Johne’s disease as a disease under the 
Diseases of Animals Act of 1094 to the Board of Agri- 
culture, and that the latter had replied that they were 
fully alive tothe importance of the subject, but that 
they did not think that any action in the direction indi- 
cated could with advantage be taken at the present 
time. 

A circular conmmunication was received inviting the 
Society to send delegates to the forthcoming conference 
of the Royal Institute of Public Health at Buxton 
next July. 

Mr. Porcu took it that the question for them to con- 
sider was whether they would send delegates or not. 
Personally he thought it was advisable that they should 
be represented at these conferences. From the point of 
view of the Society they might not reap very much ad- 
vantage, but he did not think they onght to look at the 
matter in a selfish way. If they could bring themselves 
into contact with the different authorities and people 
who were represented at these gatherings it must 
eventually do their profession good, and with the per- 
mission of the President he should like to make a pro

THE Proposrep V.8. 


With the permission of the President, Mr. Livesey 
next raised the question of the desirability of the Society 
passing some resvlution supporting the Council in its 
present policy. They would reniember that in the 
latter part of 1906 he had occasion to complain of the 
inactivity of the Council with regard to a case of quack- 
ery which he had bronght to its notice. The Southern 
Counties Society kindly took the matter up, and alter 
obtaining expert advice it was decided by the members 
that the case was one in which the Registration Com- 
mittee ought to take action. ‘heir Society also. 
announced its intention, alth. ugh it was then rather late 
in the day, of running their own candidate for the Coun- 
cil. About the same timeas the Southern Counties was 
setting the ball rolling throughout the country over this 
quackery business, Major Butler read a paper at a meet- 
ing of the Central Society recommending the imposing 
of an annual registration fee, and sbortly after that they 
had Mr. Garnett giv ng a forecast of a new Veterinary 
Surgeons Bill. Thanks he believed io a great measure 
to the impetus given them by the Southern Counties 
Society, the Council had at last started into action, and 
since the last election they bad probably got through 
more work than they had done for many years. At the 
time he was referring tu be for one spoke rather strongly 
about the Council, and he was afraid he was considered 
sumewhat of a firebrand. And he was not the only one. 
Their worthy President he believed also used some very 
strong expressious, and the impression got abroad that 
the Southern Counties had got its knife into the Council 
and that nothing the Council could do was right. Now 
that the Council was showing that it had the interests 
of the profession at heart, and were doing its best to set 
the profession on a strong financial basis, he thought 
the very least they as a Society could do was to give the 
Council their encouragement and support. The Council 
was now being opposed not only by a most unfortunate 
split in their own profession, but they were also being 


attacked on all sides by other bodies. ‘Lhe Council as 
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they were aware had lately breught in a Bill which was 
now before the Privy Council. They might not alto- 
gether approve of that Bill, but no Bill was ever intro- 
duced that did not require a little amendment, and this 
they must acknowledge—that the Conncil had been actua- 
ted by the desire to further the best interests of the 
profession. They had recently had a circular criticising 
the Council’s action from a past President of that body. 
The author of that circular was a member of the Central 
Society and had had the benefit of reading Major Butler’s 

per, and also Mr. Garnett’s forecast of what the new 

eterinary Bill would probably be, but he waited until 
the Bill was actually started on its course, and then 
cast this bombshell, as it were, on the profession, with 
the result that this most unfortunate rift had been 
created between the North and the South. This sort of 
thing could not possibly do any good to the profession. 
On the contrary it was assisting those who were their 
enemies, and now that this bitter attack had been made 
on the Council he thought the least they could do as a 
Society was to pass a resolution expressing their confi- 
dence in the governing body of their profession. Mr. 
Livesey also remarked that when a man offered his ser- 
vices and made himself a public man, as it were, he had 
no right to excuse himself from those services for “ purely 
domestic reasons.” The resolution he wished to move 
ran as follows :— 

“That in view of the circular which has been 
sent to the members of the profession by a past 
President of the College, and of various remarks which 
have been made at meetings and in the professional 
journals, this Society desires to record its appreciation 
of the action of the Council of the R.C.V.S. during the 
past year; also that this Society believing that the 
members of the Council are actuatec only by the loyal 
desire to further the best interests of our profession 
pledges itself to support the Council in the carrying out 
of the policy laid down by them during the year 1907. 

Mr. Gray: Might I ask if it would be advisable to 
insert in that proposition another sentence—that this 
ten calls upon Mr. Dollar to resign his seat. (Hear, 

ear.) 

The Hon. Sec.: I may say that knowing Mr. Livesey 
was going to bring this matter forward I took it upon 
myself to send Mr. Garnett a notice of this meeting and 
expressed the hope that he would be able to attend. 
Unfortunately he cannot be here to-day, but in his 
letter thanking me for the invitation he adds “I hope 
Mr. Livesey’s motion will be carried. It will do a lot of 
good and set a good example.” 

Mr. Bioxsome said he should like to second this pro- 
position. He did not know whether it was quite 
advisable to add Mr. Gray’s suggestion—(laughter)— 
but he did most cordially second the proposition as 
moved by Mr. Livesey, and he hoped it would be 
carried. 

Mr. Situ also desired to support the proposition. He 
did not think they could do too much to support the 
Council at the present time. 

Mr. Detita Gana suggested that as that discussion 
would probably be published in the pe jour- 
nals, and he presumed Mr. Dollar read the professional 
journals, he might take the hint and resign. (Laugh- 
ter. 

r. PorcH remarked that although he was not going 
to oppose Mr. Livesey’s proposition, he should like to 
point out that there was an objection to their carrying 
such an important proposal that day. It was not a very 
large meeting that afternoon, and he was afraid that if 
they passed such an important resolution they might 
have some members complaining that notice of it onght 
to have been placed on the agenda. 

Mr. BLoxsoME pointed out that it would be too late if 
deferred to the next meeting. 


Mr. Porcu said he quite saw the difficulty in post- 
poning the matter till their June meeting, and he only 
wanted to point out that objection might be taken to 
their passing it that day. Personally he thought the 
action of the Registration Committee was for the bene- 
fit of the profession, and if Mr. Livesey’s resolution 
would in any way strengthen the hands of the Council 
he should be only too willing to support it. He did not 
agree with Mr. Dollar, but it was not so much the 
arguments of Mr. Dollar that Fy as his methods. 
The only objection he had to Mr. Livesey’s motion was 
that it ought to have been placed upon the agenda. 

Mr. Pack suggested the difficulty might be got over 
by inserting the words “the members of the Society 
present to-day.” 

Mr. Livesey: If you like we could call a special meet- 
ing to consider it. 

The PREsIDENT thought they might go so far as to 
send a resolution to the Council stating that they highly 
approved of the action they had taken with regard to 
the Bill now before the Privy Council and that they re- 
gretted the opposition they were receiving from a wem- 
ber of their own body, but it would perhaps be as well 
to leave the matter there. He fully appreciated every- 
thing that had been said both b r. Livesey and by 
Mr. Porch. He thought Mr. Dollar had chosen a most 
unhappy way of bringing his arguments before the pro- 
fession. In the first place, as had been mentioned, if he 
was a representative of the profession on the Council 
the least he could do would be to attend the meetings 
of the Council, and if he faijed to attend he had no 
cause of complaint against their action. At all events 
he did not think he ought to have sent to the profess- 
ion such a circular as the one they had lately received. 
He thought it was most attrocious taste on his par! 
and that was the best appellation he could give to it. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Gray: Don’t you think we could send an ex- 
pression of our opinion to Mr. Dollar and call upon him 
to resign his seat. 

Mr. Livesey said he quite saw the force of the Presi- 
dent’s suggestion, and perhaps he ought to defer to his 
better judgment and wider experience. It was import: 
ant, however, that this matter should be brought toa 
head before the next Council election, and if the Presi 
dent would call a special meeting to consider the matter 
he would be very grateful. 

Mr. E. Wuittey Baker remarked that it had occur 
red to him that they might request their Secretary to 
write to the President of the Council and tell him this 
matter had been discussed, and that although they were 
not strictly in order in passing a resolution on the sub- 
ject without notice, the members present were unatl 
rage in favour of the proposition brought forward by 

r. Livesey. 

The PRESIDENT said he quite saw with Mr. Porch that 
it might open the door for complaints on the part 0 
members not present that day if they passed such a 
resolution without notice.

PHLEBOTOMY AND LAMINITIS (ACUTE) OF 
THE HORSE.

Mr. Maynarp: I have chosen the title of this paper 
because my experience of the rational use of phlebotomy 
has been greatest in the treatment of acute Jaminitis of 
the horse, although in a few cases of other acute disease 
where I have adopted it, I know it has been the means 
of saving life, and even in old gross-conditioned broken- 
winded horses I feel sure the periodic blood-letting had 
a beneficial effect. To quote from Finlay Dun’s Veteri- 
nary Medecine, * Blood-letting lessens production of heat 
by diminishing the volume and rapidity of the blood 
stream. General and local bleeding lowers abnormal 
temperature by relieving alike local inflammation and 
symptomatic fever. A full bleeding diminished the 
activity of all vital functions except production of blood 
cells; and heart beat is lessened as well as arterial 
tension ; also absorption is increased and sensibility to 
pain diminished owing to reduced activity of peripheral 
centres. Venesection is now seldom employed even in 
cases of acute congestion and inflammation which it is 
especially fitted tocontrol. In robust animals suffering 
from congestion or hemorrhage of lungs, especially with 
venous stasis, bleeding affords prompt and often per- 
manent relief. In horses and cattle it is serviceable 
where fever is acute with a firm, incompressible or full, 
slow pulse, as in pleurisy, peritonitis, and acute rheu- 
matism, also in lymphangitis and in some cases of lami- 
nitis. The volume and strength of the pulse must be 
the gnide as to quantity of b!ood withdrawn.” 

_ By the term “acute laminitis” of the horse’s feet, I 
indicate the disease seen before the third or fourth day, 
and including congestion of the sensitive laminz as well 
as inflammation, and the causes may be described as 
diminished cardiac power, due to overwork, concussion, 
overfeeding—including bad feeding, want of exercise 
and traumatism. Diminished cardiac power naturally 
lessens arterial blood pressure with consequent engorge- 
ment of veins, then inflammation with serous exuda- 
tion if not relieved, In that case congestion of the 
blood vessels not only takes place in the sensitive 
lamin but in all parts of the body; but the worse 
results may be looked for in the feet on account of 
eravitation to the lower extremities with their horny 
covering. To quote the words of Yeo, “The heart is 
the first and most important agent by which the arteries 
are kept stretched and over filled, and the veins 
re The active contraction of the arterioles is 
os i to keep np the normal arterial pressure. The 
alone is far from sufficient to restrain 
rom rushing into the veins, and this is seen 
} eis arterioles are paralysed by the destruction of 
The bi ~ mechanism (vaso motor) controlling them. 
pei then flows throngh the capillary network, 
ge sat 1 veins, the arterial blood pressnre falls and

La sili (1) heart beat ; (2) perfect aortic valves ; (3) 
esiliency of the large arteries ; (4) and resistance 


offered by the contraction of the muscular arterioles. If 
any of these fail the mechanism of the circulation is at 
once impaired. For example the heart’s beat may be 
stopped by stimulation of the inhibitory fibres of the 
vagus, or weakness of the heart may arise from fatty 
disease, or any insufficiency of the aortic valves that 
permits a backward flow ot blood into the ventricle. 
Concussion is helped by large flat feet, and naturally is 
greatest in the fore limb, where one sees always the 
worst form of the disease. It accentuated the disease 
by making the pedal extremities more likely to suffer by 
gravitation of the blood from a diminished cardiac 
power (disease or mechanical). Overfeeding includes 
bad feeding, and it brings as a consequence an adipose 
condition of the whole body, including fatty infiltration 
of the liver, and the latter is bound to influence the 
heart’s action by congestion and diminished functions 
with non-elimination of bile, as well as non-formation 
of glycogen, etc. Defective oxidation helps as a deterrent 
to the heart’s action whether it arises in the liver, lungs 
or other organs. Want of exercise is a cause simply by 
hastening venous and lymph congestion, and aids defec- 
tive oxidation of the blood with consequent obesity of 
the body. I feel sure the metastatic laminitis is due to 
nothing more than inhibitory cardiac action due to 
reflex impulses, probably resulting from some other 
disease, as metritis, colic, enteritis, pneumonia, sun- 
stroke, etc. | have seen cases where the horse has been 
delirious and dangerous to approach, with tetanic spasms 
of the muscles, and I think this is backed up by the 
following quotation from Yeo: “Inhibitory nerves of 
the heart : stimulation of the vagi causes slowing of the 
heart’s rhythm and it therefore has an inhibitory action 
which is increased by (a) deficiency of arterial blood in 
medulla oblongata ; (4) increased blood pressure in the 
craninm, and (ce) reflexly by the stimulation of many 
afferent nerves, particularly the sympathetic, and those 
bearing impulses from the abdominal viscera to the 
medulla, as well as the ordinary sensory nerves such as 
those in the extremities” 

With regard to the general symptoms, the horse 
is usually found standing, with an anxious ex- 
pression, blowing, often profusely sweating, jugular 
pulse visible in the mostacute cases, full bound- 
ing pulse, general temperature raised three or four 
degrees Fahrenheit. The animal is frequently almost 
immovable from pain, the heart can be heard thumping 
over 100 per minute on entering the stable in the acute 
cases, and the radial veins are then visible like large 
cords, There is also great heat iu the affected feet. 
The fore feet are the ones oftenest affected on account of 
greater concussion, bnt either may be so, and especially 
in the metastatic form or ever all four may 
aftected. If only the fore feet are affected they are rest- 
ing with the weight on the heels and protruding forwards, 
and the hind feet sustaining the weight of the body 
underneath. If only the hind feet are affected they are 
usually underneath the body, with the fore feet in their 
normal position, and the animal if made to move does 
so in a circle with the hind legs as a pivot, or else_picks 
up each foot in a peculiar high jerky manner. If the 
fore feet are affected there is a combination of the 
‘above syinptoms, only the horse is inclined to stand on 
‘his hind toes with the feet back. Also if you try to 
‘move the horse backwards he groans and almost sits 
down, as well as when only the fore feet are diseased. 


‘TREATMENT. 

Place the animal in the roomiest and best ventilated 
and drained box possible, with plenty of litter, long or 
short. The treatment must be antipyretic. In conse- 
quence of the distressed heart and venous congestion 
in the very acnte cases being a great if not the chief 
cause, the first thing to see to, even if the animal is 
lying down, is rapid withdrawal of blood by venesection 
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until the heart tone is recovering and the size of the 
veins diminished. Blood withdrawn from the jugular 
vein relieves the heart but has no local influence on the 
pedal cireulation directly, and if withdrawn from the 
foot is not sufficiently rapid to relieve the distressed 
heart. Therefore the place to obtain the greatest relief 
is at both radial veins, and about from one quart to three 
or four gallons of blood from each leg according to the 
size and condition of the horse, and the heart symptoms. 
The largest blade in the phlebotomy knife shonld he 
used and pin sutures afterwards. 

Administer a strong dose of aloes, from 3v. to 3xii. 
and if there is no action in twenty-four hours give pulv. 
ipecacuanha 3i. in an electuary. The aloes acts as an 
hepatic stimulant, increases tbe outflow of bile, and 
removes effete material also inthe bowel. Next remove 
the shoes, but this is not of material consequence if they 
are not pressing on the soles. Apply hot poultices to 
the feet from 12 to 24 honrs. This relieves the pain.. 
Then use cold poultices till necessary when the horse 
rises and moves by its own wish. In the cise of meta- 
static form from metritis and enteritis, it would be 
advisable to use linseed oil in the place of aloes, with 
cardiac stimulants and anodynes. 

On the second day I administer nitrous ether 3i. spt. 
ammon. aromat. 3i. and liq. ammon. acet. 31. with aconite 
mx. combined twice or thrice daily. On the third day 
should there be pain and fever, then and afterwards I 
prefer antim. tartrate Zi once or twice daily, with aconite 
and digitalis alternately. Mag. sulph. Zi. may take the 
place of antim. tartrate but does not decrease metabolism 
so much if there is injury to the sensitive lamin. The 
best food is bran mashes at first ; then a litt!e hay, and 
green food if obtainable afterwards, with plenty of 
drinking water. The horse does not require to be slung 
or thrown, and usually lies down after withdrawal of 
blood and application of warm poultices to feet. The 
pin sutures may be removed in three or four days and 
canse no tronble. 

By the above treatment I have had no failures, no 
dropped soles, no horn rings round the foot after- 
wards, and the horse is working again in from 
seven to eight days with ordinary shoes, and in some 
cases able to trot sound over hard roads with the shoes 
off within a week. Sometimes the animal trots with a 
high action for a few days, but this soon passes off. 
I believe the action of blood letting from the veins has 
been greatly misused in the past, and that it has got a 
bad name for itself, but whenever I have tried it it has 
been successful, and I think if it were more generally 
adopted, great benefit would result. 


Discussion. 


THE PRESIDENT, in inviting discussion, remarked that 
laminitis was very common, and that consequently the 
subject was one on which everyone ought to be able to 
have something to say. 

Mr. Porcn, complying with the request of the Presi- 
dent, remarked that he personally did not come across 
laminitis so frequently as some people might imagine. 
Neither did he adopt the treatment advecated by Mr. 
Maynard, in fact he should be rather afraid to do so. 
Mr. Maynard told them he had been very successful. 
He did not know if any other members had adopted the 
,same treatment, but if so he should be glad to hear their 
experiences. He had tried bieeding many years ago, 
but had abandoned it now for several years, and rightly 
or wrongly, he had achieved just as good success with- 
out phlebotomy as with it. His experience had also been 
that laminitis in the hind feet was the worst form, 
and again, personally, he should always remove the 
shoes. In the first place he should remove the shoes 
in order to keep the poultices on, and he should also 
do it because he thonght the horse was much betterstand- 
ing with its shoes off. . 


Mr. BLoxsomeE said he had listened to the paper with 
a great deal of interest. [t certainly appeared to him 
to be rather drastic treatment. He must confess that 
during all the years he was at College—-(laughter)—he 
was not there very long (laughter)—he never saw a horse 
bled, and he was sure he would be frightened out of his 
life if he had to take away so large a quantity of blood 
as Mr. Maynard had suggested. He thought it would be 
acase of kill or cure with a vengeance. 

Mr. MaynarpD: I have had no failures. 

Mr. BLoxsoME, continuing, s+id he could quite under- 
stand that the pedal pressure would be relieved, and he 
also agreed with Mr. Porch as to the necessity for re- 
moving the shoe at once, not only for convenience in 
keeping the poultices on, but also because of the benefit 
it must be to the horse to have the pressure from tight 
nailing removed. Personally he had not seen many 
cases of laminitis in the hind feet without the fore feet 
being affected as well, and his experience was that it was 
more common in the fore feet, but possibly different 
conditions prevailed in different localities. Mr. May 
nard had not told them about exercising the horse after- 
wards, but he had always understood that as soon as the 
horse could walk without any great degree of pain, it 
was very beneficial to give it a litt!e moderate exercise 
with the idea of helping circulation. With regard to 
physic, he usually gave about five drams. of aloes, and 
in many cases where they had tu repeat it, a little laxa- 
tive generally completed the cure. 

Mr. Detta Gana remarked that he had bled horses, 
but he had never taken away so much as eight gallonsof 
bloo4, perhaps one or two at the most. He was remind- 
ed by this discussion of a case which he had while he 
was in Persia. A message caane to him one day to 20 
to one of the Royal stables where a horse was supposed 
to be mad. He found the animal careering about the 
stables and, to use a somewhat vulgar expression, 
things were ina devil of a mess. He diagnosed the case 
as one of cerebral congestion from sun exposure, and 
he decided as the only thing for him to do was to try and 
get some blood from the animal, but this was easier said 
than done. However, he at last fixed his lancet to the 
end of a stick, and when the men had got the animal up 
into a corner he made a sudden lunge for the jugular. 
By good luck he hit the spot the first time, and got 
smothered in blood himself. That horse bled till it 
dropped, when he sutured the veins, and singular to say 
the animal afterwards recovered. 

Mr. Gray thanked Mr. Maynard for-giving them food 
for what was proving a very interesting discussion. He 
himself had had some experiences in bleeding animals, 
and was not so dead against it as some of those who had 
spoken that afternoon. He had not found general 
bleeding to be of mnch use, but bleeding locally was 0! 
great use when the inflammation was local and there 
was great pain, and in lymphangitis if one bled largely 
one generally stopped the swelling of the limb. He 
noticed that Mr. Maynard had said nothing about 
leeches. That was a form of venesection which he had 
seen very good results from, both in people and dogs. 
Mr. Maynard was evidently a believer in drastic purg 
tives, but he could tell him of a better one, and that was 
arecolin. One half to two grains according tothe siz 
of the horse. In some cases they could not get the blood 
torun from the vessels very well, and in those cases 
he shonld think calcium chloride might be used, as it has 
the power of liquefying the blood. 

Mr. Porcn desired to ask Mr. Maynard if he had ever 
seen laminitis result from large doses of aloes beg 
given. 

Mr. Pack expressed the opinion that phlebotomy " 
be of any use must be practised in the earlier stages ° 
the disease. 

The PRESIDENT, in bringing the discussion toa clos 
thought they were greatly indebted to Mr. Maynard for 
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bringing forward a paper which had evoked such an 
interesting expression of opinion. There was a diver- 
sity of views on laminitis now, as there had been ever 
since he first became a member of the profession. He 
remembered that old Professor Dick thirty-five years 
ago used to say that phlebotomy was their sheet anchor 
in laminitis, but that of course was in the old days, 
when all sorts of heroic treatment used to be practised. 
The treatment recommended by their friend that day 
was rather heroic, and such as he should not care to 
follow, and if he might, as an older man, offer his friend 
a little advice, it would be to utter a word of caution. 
He had found the most rational way of dealing with 
laminitis was to take the weight off the lamin. There 
were various ways of doing this, but first of all they 
must take the shoe off, and when they had done that and 
rasped down the wall and placed all the weight they 
could on the sole, they had in this opinion taken the first 
step towards recovery. With regard tu physic, he never 
gave large doses of medicine himself, he always went 
for safety, both for himself and for his patient. 

Mr. MAYNARD, in reply, stated that the greater 
part of his experience of this treatment of laminitis was 
obtained in Cornwall, where the feeding was vastly 
different to what it was in that district. He also ex- 
plained that eight gallons was the extreme limit, and 
that that quantity was only taken from the largest and 
gross Shire horses. 

, me Livesgy asked how much blood there was in a 
orse. 

Mr. MayNarRD: I have never tried to find out. 

Mr. E. W. Baker: Would there be fifteen gallens? 

Mr. MAYNARD, continuing, remarked that in his ex- 
perience it was the hind feet that were the worst. With 
regard to purgatives causing laminitis he had seen one 
or two doubtful cases, but that was all he could say. 
He himself recommended the removal of the shoes, but 
when they could not remove the shoes owing to the state 
of the patient, bleeding helped them to do it. 


Mr. LivesEy suggested to the President that as he 
was in touch with the agricultural and other societies, 
he might inform members as to the views held by those 
bodies with regard to the Bill that was now before the 
Privy Council. Mr. Roberts he said had already in- 
formally given expression to those views to some of 
them during the journey down in the train, and if he 
would repeat what he then said to the meeting, he (Mr. 
Livesey) would like to make a proposition. 

The PrestpENT, in response to this invitation, re: 
marked that he did not know that he could say very 
much npon this matter. As they had probably gathered 
from the reports and letters which had appeared in the 
professional papers, there was a feeling vont that the 
proposed Bill would deprive the rank and file of the 
protession of what they regarded as their birth-right, 
namely the right to practise as a veterinary surgeon 
for the rest of their lives. From what he could gather 
it was not so much the payment of a registration fee 
that was objected to, as the possibility of their being 
struck off the list of members if they failed to comply, 
and it had occurred to him from the conversations 
which he had had with different people, that the matter 
Was one in which acompromise might be arrived at with 
advantage to all concerned. As he had said, the objec- 
ag was not so much to the payment of an annual fee as 
to the proposal to strike a man off the list if he failed 
dite that fee, and it had been suggested that. the 

. J alty might be got over by dropping that condition 
th ce ing the fee recoverable as an ordinary debt in 
‘ € Vounty Court. They must not forget that their 
mee were gradually getting stronger every year, 

if by a policy of moderation they could present a 


to be interests of the profession generally that they 
should do so. 

Mr. Livesry thanked Mr. Roberts for his statement, 
and expressed the hope that the suggestion he had 
thrown out would be formulated into a resolution and 
sent to the Council as an expression of opinion from 
their Society. He also mentioned that he understood 
that Mr. Roberts had been approached on behalf of the 
Scottish Societies with a view to his standing as their 
representative at the election of Council this year, add- 
ing that he was sure that if this was so the uiembers of 
the Southern Counties would be only too pleased to 
—— his candidature in every possible way. 

Mr. MAYNARD intimated that he would be pleased to 
ne such a proposition as Mr. Livesey had suggest- 
ed, but 

Mr. Porcu was afraid there was no possible chance of 
the present Bill being passed, and that a new Bill 
would have to be drafted entirely. Personally he agreed 
with the proposal to impose a registration fee, but not 
with striking a man off the roll if he did not pay it, and 
he also thought they might leave the amount of the fee 
open to the Council to fix from time to time, adding 
that the members of the profession themselves elected 
the Council, and that if the Council did not do what 
they wanted they could have another Peckham result. 
(Laughter.) 

The PRESIDENT said they did not want to do an in- 
justice to anyone, but they did want to protect them- 
selves, and it was because he realised the importance of 
the profession presenting a united front to their enemies 
that he hoped a spirit of compromise would prevail. 

On the motion of Mr. Porch, seconded by M r. Gray, a 
hearty vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Maynard for his 
paper that afternoon, and a similar compliment to the 
President for presiding brought the meeting to a close.

THE VETERINARY ASSOCIATION OF 
MANITOBA. 


The Annual Meeting was held in the offices of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture, Portage Avenue, 
Winnipeg, on Tuesday, Feb. 18th, 1908, at 2 p.m. 

The President, W. E. Martin, occupied the chair, and 
the following members were present: Drs.

Mack, Neepawa; Dr. Stevenson, Gretna; Dr. Irwin, 
Stonewall; Dr. Bryant, Dauphin ; and Dr. Molloy, 
Morris. There were also present as visitors: Dr. Miller, 
of St. Joseph, Miss., U.S.A., and Drs. Ross and Walsh, 
of the Federal Meat Inspection Division. 

The SecrEeTARY read the minutes of the last annual 
meeting, which on the motion of Dr. C. D. McGilvray, 
seconded by Dr.$. A. Coxe, were adopted as read. 

A communication was read from the Secretary of the 
Board of Trade of the Municipality of Belmont, re- 
questing the Association to assist them in locating a 
practising veterinarian in the town of Belmont, where 
the services of one was now much needed, and, on the 
suggestion of the Chairman, it was decided that any of 
the members hearing of a veterinary surgeon likely to 
take up the proposition, should communicate with the 
Secretary. 

The SecrETARY also read a communication from the 
Board of University Commissioners, inviting the As- 
sociation to submit their views to the Commission in 
reference to veterinary education. In bringing this mat- 
ter before the meeting, the Secretary said that this 
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raised a very important point in that it involved the 
future of veterinary education in Manitoba, and he 
therefore hoped that the matter would be fully dis- 
cussed. He was often in receipt of communications 
from different parts of the West, addressed to the Veter- 
inary College, Winnipeg, and from students enquiring 
as to where it was best for them to go from the West to 
acquire veterinary education, and in his opinion there 
was certainly a demand for veterinary education in the 
West. At present the students have to go to Ontario and 
other parts to get this education, and it might be well for 
us to consider the advisability of asking this University 
Commission to refer to this question in their report to 
the Government. We have to reply to this communica- 
tion from the University Commissions, and I think it 
will be well to give them some evidence as to the value 
of veterinary education, and the opening that exists here 
for establishing a veterinary college. 

After discussion, on the proposition of Dr. Dunbar, 
seconded by Dr. Little, the following were elected a 
Committee to go into the matter and reply to the Com- 
missioners :—The President, the Secretary-Treasurer, 
Dr. Torrance, and Drs. C. D. McGilvray, W. J. Hinman, 
A. E. Williamson. 

The following resolution was also passed, on the mo- 
tion of Dr. Torrance, seconded by Dr. Chas. Little :— 
“That in the opinion of this Association the time has 
arrived when veterinary education should be undertaken 
in this province, and the Board of University Com- 
missioners should be respectfully requested to recom- 
mend to the Government the establishment of a Veteri- 
nary College in Winnipeg in the near future.”

This proved an interesting subject for debate, and an 
interesting discussion followed. 

Dr. Ross, of the Federal Meat L[nspection Statf, read 
a paper on “TUBERCULOSIS AFFECTING Mrat.” This 
led to an animated discussion of the conditions of meat 
and milk inspection in Manitoba, and resulted in the 
appointment of a committee consisting of Drs. Martin, 
Shoults, and Torrance, to draw up a resolution dealing 
with this matter, as follows : 

Whereas tuberculosis of mankind is frequently derived 
from infection with tuberculous meat and milk, and 
wy | other diseases are communicable in like manner 
by the consumption of unwholesome animal products : 

And Whereas the Federal meat inspection at Winni- 

Abattoirs reveals the fact that a large number of 
tuberculous cattle and hogs are condemned as unfit for 
food, and dairy cows are more frequently affected than 
others, even to the extent of 50 per cent. in some cases: 

And Whereas the Federal inspection of meat in this 

ovince is confined to the large abattoirs in the City of 

innipeg, and there are other slaughter houses without 
veterinary inspection, and much of the meat consumed 
in the winter is killed on the farm or in the slaughter. 
houses without any supervision whatever : 

And Whereas careases of diseased animals, killed 
under the above conditions, may be, and are, trimmed 
by the butchers and diseased parts thrown away, so that 
subsequent examination is difficult and unreliable : 

And Whereas members of this Association have actu- 
ally seen diseased meat exposed for sale in the City of 
Winnipeg and other parts of the province, and being 
conversant with the prevailing conditions in dairies, 
know that tuberculous cows are furnishing milk for 
human consumption, without hindrance, except such as 
ls given by lay inspectors who are not qualified to detect 
diseased conditions : 

And Whereas cattle frequently retain the appearance 
of health and show no outward indication of disease, 
yet are found on slaughter to be very extensively af- 
fected in their internal organs, and that such carcases, 
after removal of the viscera, might pass inspection by 
lay inspectors : 

And whereas diseased meat may convey not only 
tuberculosis to human beings, but also loathsome 

lseases such as trichinosis, various forms of tapeworm, 
hydatid diseases and ptomaine poisonings, and that 
those conditions are not detected by lay inspectors : 
aprherefore be it resolved that in the opinion of this

Dr. James Niven, Medical Officer of Health, Man- 
chester, opened a discussion upon the proposed legisla- 
tion on milk. His remarks were so comprehensive that 
it was decided to postpone the discussion until a further 
special meeting to be held on Thursday, April 30th, and 
that in the meantime the paper be printed and circula- 
ted toeach member of the Association. __ 

This resolution was proposed by Mr. McKinna, second. 
ed by Mr. Packman, and carried. 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Dr, Niven 
and Pref. Delépine (who took part in the preliminary 
discussion). 

“SomE SUGGESTIONS ON THE CoNTROL OF SWINE 
FEVER.” 

The adjourned discussion on this subject, introduced 
by Mr. J. S. Lloyd, F.R.C.V.S., Sheffield, at the Decem- 
ber meeting was resumed. 

Mr. Lioyp, in opening, announced that there would 
shortly be fresh legislation on the subject. He quoted 
figures respecting the East and West Riding of York- 
shire which seemed to show that by allowing free move- 
ment of pigs in any particular area, swine fever had, if 
it broke out, a better than if the 
movement of pigs was controlled by license. 

Mr. FAULENER was pleased that Mr. Lloyd had 
laced in the forefront of his paper the question of regu- 
ating the movement of pigs in swine fever. There had 

been too much tamp2ring with the regulations in respect 
of the diagnosis of tae disease. Sanitation of the high- 
est order was required. The paper was very instructive, 
and brought the matter up to date, and he hoped for 
the sake of the powers that be and everyone else con- 
cerned that the new regulations would be the means to 


an end in the extermination of the disease. 


| 
: 
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Mr. LairHwoop thought the Government should have 
a sense of proportion, as the loss of life through tuber- 
culosis compared with the loss of human life through 
swine fever bore no comparison. 

Mr. Woops considered the subject one of interest to 
veterinary inspectors rather than for the general body 
of veterinary surgeons. The paper was nevertheless an 
interesting contribution to the literature on swine fever. 
There is no doubt that the condition of swine fever in 
this country is unsatisfactory when the number of ont- 
breaks is greater this year than last. From knowledge 
derived as an inspector, he felt that the Board of 
Agriculture was nearer to controlling swine fever 
than it had been for many years, and with efficient 
movement orders might hele this would be the 
worst year they would see. The disease had been 
practically stamped out of Lancashire. There were a few 
sporadic outbursts, but no epidemics. The present 
orders were quite sufficient to control the disease in 
Lancashire, but that did not apply to some other parts 
of the the West Riding of Yorkshire. 

The pathology of swine fever ought to be interesting 
to every veterinary surgeon. For many years it has 
been considered to be due, as pointed out by Mr. Lloyd, 
to a recognised bacillus which is always found in out- 
breaks of swine fever, and which is easily distinguished 
under the microscope. But within the last year or so 
some American researches have been made which have 
proved a most extraordinary thing with regard to the 
pathology of swine fever ; that although there is the 
same bacillus always present, it is not due to that bacil- 
lus but to an invisible organism. 

The difficulties of diagnosing swine fever were very 
considerable, You could have apparently healthy pigs 
and in three or four days they will start dying. On 

st-mortem examinations one would find advanced 
esions of swine fever which must have been there for 


weeks. At one time the Board of Agriculture would 
not accept a case if there was not ulceration, but he was 
repared to say that ulceration was not always present. 
rof. M’Fadyean had stated that it never misses the 
large bowel, but although it rarely happened he had seen 
extensive ulceration of the stomach where the large 
bowel was not affected. 

The temperature of swine fever was between 104 and 
105° and very rarely did it go above 105°. A temperature 
of 106 or 107 could be found in pigs but he had never 
seen such a temperature due to swine fever alone. 

Speaking in respect of his own district he did not 
agree with Mr. Lloyd in advocating the stoppage of 
further occupation of infected premises by swine for at 
least four months. Wherever a place has been dis- 
infected and within two or three weeks declared free 
after the pigs have been killed, he had never seena 
second outbreak due to imperfect disinfection of the sty. 

In his opinion the infection of swine fever was not 
carried atmospherically. If carried at all it was on the 
hands, boots or clothes of the attendant. Again, speak- 
in respect of his own district, he did not consider swine 
fever difficult to stamp out. The difficulty was in dis- 
covering where the disease was. 

Mr. Lioyp replied respecting the pathology of the 
disease, believed a full report on the subject would be 
made by Mr. Stockman to the Board. He instanced a 
case in Sheftield where a second outbreak occurred many 
months after the first, in which it was practically certain 
| the infection had been retained in the flooring. 

A vote of thanks to Mr. Lloyd was carried 
unanimously.

POISONS AND PHARMACY BILL. 


The Joint Committee of Lords and Commons, Lord 
Haversham presiding, to whom the Poisons and Phar. 
macy Bill has been referred, held their first public sit- 
ting on Tuesday, March 31st. when several official and 
other witnesses were examined as to the proposals of 
the measure. The Bill, which was introduced into tke 
Honse of Lords, on behalf of the Government by Lord 
Crewe, embodies in substance the recommendations of 
the Departmental Committee which sat in 1901, under 
the chairmanship of Sir Herbert Maxwell, to consider 
what alterations should be made in the list of poisons 
scheduled under the Pharmacy Act, 1868. That Com- 
mittee also inquired into the present facilities for ob- 
taining sheep dips, weed-killers, and other poisonous 
substances for use in connection with agriculture and 
horticulture, and, in accordance with their reeommenda- 
tion, Clause 2 of the Bill empowers local authorities to 
license persons, other than chemists, to sell such articles 
in places where the reasonable requirements of the 
public are not now met. Clause 3 amends the existing 
law by requiring that, where a registered chemist carries 
on business in more than one shop, there shall be a 
duly qualified manager in every shop there the chemist 
does not himself superintend the business, and 
Clause 5 enables regulations to be made in order to 
safeguard the sale and distribution of certain poisons 
commonly employed for domestic and industrial pur- 
poses, 

Mr. T. H. Middleton, an Assistant Secretary of the 
Board of Agriculture, expressed the views of the 
Department both as to the provisions of the Bill and as 
to the sale of poisonous substances generally. He stated, 
\n reply to the Chairman and members of the Committee, 
that the view of the Board was that there should be no 
monopoly in the sale of such poisonous substances as 
sheep dips and weed-killers, and that the present re- 
strictions should be relaxed. It seemed to them entirely 
unnecessary that, in the case of such substances as di 
not lend themselves to use for criminal purposes or to 
use by accident, the restrictions imposed by Section 17 
of the Act of 1868 should remain in force. That pro- 
‘ision Was meant to guard against the sale of such things 
4 arsenic, cyanide, strychnine, and of those substances 
the sale of which it was necessary to be able to trace. 
he Board agreed that every possible precaution shonld 

e taken to avoid those sad mistakes which often in- 
volved death, but they thought that the restraints im- 
posed were of the wrong character. The deaths which 
resulted from these mistakes were due, in the opinion of 
the Board, not to the class of persons who sold_ the 
substances, but to the manner in which they had been 
pat up and exposed for sale. The manufacture of weed- 
> pos. for example, should be of such a character that 
th — be impossible to take them by accidert— 
aay should have some distinetive colour or some strong 
t me, Asked by Mr. Idris, M.P., as to the origin of 
tentatne for free trade in poisons, the witness said 
for fo traced to the fact that, when the Pharma- 
began to institute proceedings, a large 
thei we st traders who were selling illegally found out 
d ie ton, and they, not wishing, naturally, to 
change profitable and useful trade, agitated for a 
if the nthe law.

present law were to be strictly enforced they 


would have complaints from agriculturists in many 
many parts of thecountry. In reply to Lord Lawrence 
the witness said he did not think the greater facilities 
for the sale of these poisons proposed in the Bill would 
involve the public in in any greater risk of accidental 
poisoning. The view of the Board was that the regula. 
tions as tothe form in which these substances were 
packed should be made very stringent. 

Mr. T. W. Russell, M.P, Vice-President of the Lrish 
patos of Agriculture, urged the extension of the 
Bill toIreland. He pointed ont that, though the Bill of 
1906, which proceeded on somewhat similar lines, ap- 
plied to Ireland, the present Bill did not extend to that 
country. The case for its extension to Ireland might, 
he said, be put in the form of four statements—namely, 
(1) representations had been received by the Department 
from local bodies urging that additional facilities were 
required ; (2) the Council of Agriculture, which was 
widely representative of the agricultural interests of 
Ireland, had more than once passed a strong resolution 
in favour of the extension of the Bill to Ireland ; (3) 
there were certain areas, particularly in the north-west, 
south, and south-west of Ireland, in which there were 
few, if any, persons entitled under the existing Phar- 
macy Acts to sell either poisonous dips or weed-killers ; 
and (4) a deputation which he received last year from 
members of the Pharmaceutical] Society did not express 
itself as opposed to the principle of the Bill, but was 
nervous lest unqualified men should be appointed in 
places where there were qualified men already. He 
suggested that the duty of licensing in Ireland should 
be committed to the county councils. He did not say 
that there might not be occasional “jobs,” but, speak 
ing generally, he would have every confidence in entrust- 
ing this power to those bodies. 

The committee, having heard several] witnesses from 
Ireland in support of its extension to that country, ad- 
journed.—The Times. 


The Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons 
v. Collinson. 


The appeal of the Royal College of Veterinary Sur- 
geons against the decision of the justices for the Borough 
of Kingston-on-Thames in this case was heard in the 
Divisional Court of the High Court of Justice, consist- 


d|ing of the Lord Chief Justice, Mr. Justice Ridley, and 


Mr. Justice Darling, on Tuesday, April 7th. Mr. Mor- 
ton Smith (instructed by Mr. G. Thatcher) appeared for 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons : Mr. Collinson 
was not represented. 

Mr. Morton Smith, in opening the case, said : This is 
a case stated by the Justices of the Borough of Kingston 
for the opinion of this Court, as to whether or not Mr. 
Collinson in doing what he did infringed Section 17 of 
the Veterinary Surgeons Act of 1881, 44 and 45 Vic., 
Chapter 62. He was summoned under Section 17, for 
that he “not being on the Register of Veterinary Sur- 
geons and not holding at the time of the passing of the 
said Act the Veterinary Certificate of the Highland and 
Agricultural Society of Scotland did unlaw fully use and 
take an addition and description, to wit ‘Canine Special. 
ist. Dogs and cats treated for all diseases’ stating that 
he was specially qualified to practise a branch of veteri- 
nary Surgery contrary to Section 17 of the said Statute. 
The Justices acquitted the respondent. 

The Lord Chief Justice; What is the offence in the 

ion? 

.” Morton Smith : It is Section 17, my lord, part 1. 
“Tf after the thirty-first day of December, One thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-three, any person, other than 
a person who for the time being 1s op the Register of 
_ Veterinary Surgeons, or who at the time of the passing 
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of this Act held the Veterinary Certificate of the High- 
land and Agricultural Society of Scotland takes or uses 
the title of Veterinary Surgeon or Veterinary Practi- 
tioner, or any name, title, addition, or description, stat- 
ing that he is a Veterinary Surgeon or a Practitioner of 
Veterinary Surgery, or of any branch thereof, or is 
specially qualified to practise the same.” 

The Lord Chief Justice: [s there any definition of 
“Veterinary Surgery.”—Yes, my lord. It is first of all 
at Section 2, and then in the preamble. 

The Lord Chief Justice: “The art and science of Veter- 
inary Surgery and Medicine.”— Yes, my lord, and then in 
the preamble— “Whereas it is expedient that provision be 
made to enable persons requiring the aid of a veterinary 
surgeon for the cure or prevention of disease in or in- 
juries to horses and other animals, to distinguish between 
qualified and unqualified practitioners.” 

The Lord Chief Justice : Is the word “ veterinary” 
defined?—No, my lord. The only other matter I 
can help your lordship with is this: the Charters 
are confirmed by this Act. The Charters are con- 
firmed by Section 14, and there is a very full definition 
in the Charter, viz., “soas to form a school of veterinary 
art, in which the anatomical structure of horses, cattle, 
a dogs, and other domesticated animals, the diseases 
to which they are subject and the remedies proper to be 
applied, are investigated and regularly taught.” So that 
your lordship sees that dogs and domesticated animals, 
which covers both dogs and cats, are specially mentioned 
in the Charter, and the Charter is confirmed by this Act. 

The Lord Chief Justice? Now, what are the 
facts{—I will now deal with paragraph 3. It says: 
“Upon the hearing of the said information the fol- 
lowing facts were admitted or proved in evidence 
before us (a) that the respondent was not a Mem- 
ber of the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 
and was not on the Register of Veterinary Surgeons ; 
(6) that the respondent did not hold the veterinary 
cert.ficate of the Highland and Agricultural Society of 
Scotland ; (c) that the respondent exhibited outside his 
residence a board on the said 15th day of January, 1908, 
upon which were displayed the following words :—‘ M. 
Collinson, Canine Specialist, Dogs and Cats Treated for 
all Diseases.” 4. Our attention was called by the appel- 
lants to the case of the Royal College of Veterinary Sur- 
geons v. Robinson reported L.R. 1892,1 Q.B. 557. We 
were, however, of the opinion that the facts of the pre- 
sent case were distinguishable from those in the case of 
the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons v. Robinson, 
and that upon a strict construction of Section 17 of the 
said Act asa penal Section, the addition and descrip- 
tion in paragraph 1 hereof mentioned was not in fact a 
statement by the respondent either expressly or by impli- 
cation that he was specially qualitied to practise a branch 
of veterinary surgery within the meaning of the said 
Section. We were further of opinion that an intention 
to exclude from the said Section a statement by impli- 
cation was shown by the use of the word “state” in the’ 
said Section in contradistinction to the words “s‘ating 
or implying” used in the preceding Section of the said 
Act and in contradistinction to the word “implying” 
used in the corresponding provisions of the Medical Act 
1858, Section 40, and the Dentists Act 1878, Section 3, 
and on these grounds we acquitted the respondent.” 

The Lord Chief Justice : But if “ veterinary ” includes 
dogs, this gentleman did say that he was  speciall 
qualified—To treat the diseases of dogs, my lord, 
and domesticated animals is the other word in the 
Charter, and a cat is a domesticated animal. There- 
fore he did put forward that he was specially qualified 
to treat the diseases of two of the animals which are 
mentioned in the Charter. 

Mr. Justice Darling: If he had simply said “ M. 
Collinson, cats treated for all diseases,” there would be 


- a in that, would there 1—No, my lord, I do not 
think so. 

Mr. Justice Darling: But this is because he says 
“Canine Specialist.” Yes. 

Mr. Justice Darling: But that only ongees to dogs ; 
it has nothing to do with the other.—That is quite 
sufficient for this case, my lord. 

Mr. Justice Darling: | daresay. 

The Lord Chief Justice : You cannot bring cats inw 
this.—No, my lord ; this is quite sufficient for me. 

Mr. Justice Darling: Then the whole thing is that he 
infringed the Veterinary Surgeons Act ktecause he holds 
himself out as a specialist in regard to dogs.—-For treat- 
ing the diseases of dogs. 

The Lord Chief Justice: Is there any definition of 
“ Veterinary ” besides the Charter ?—-No, my lord, there 
is none. The only two cases which have arisen that | 
know of are, firstly, the one which is cited in the case of 
the Justices and a subsequent one next year. 

The Lord Chief Justice: If dogs are within it [ must 
say I think this case was a weaker case as far as the 
conviction is concerned, because all the man there said 
was “ Veterinary Forge.” And it might very well be that 
the man was a good smith because he understood the 
anatomy of horses. 

Mr. Justice Ridley: But the Court put it on the 
ground that the word “ Veterinary” apparently would 
lead people to suppose that they would get the benefit 
of skilful treatment at the forge, and, as the Court put 
it, it was a very important patter to get for the horses 
a fair amount of skill. 

The Lord Chief Justice: Surely this is it—“1 aw 
going to treat the diseases of dogs, and I am a canine 
specialist.” 

Mr. Morton Smith: Yes. I may say, wy lord, there 
have been a number of cases where people who were 
not qualified do, as they have admitted when the cases 
came before the magistrates, put forward words as neat 
the Act as they can in order to induce people to believe 
that they have special qualifications. The latest 
is a case, which, as far as I can find, is only reportedin 
57 Justices of the Peace, page 505. It is the case of the 
Veterinary College against Groves. There, my lord, the 
man described himself in a book as a pharmaceutical 
and veterinary chemist. The case came before Mr. Jus 
tice Day and Mr. Justice Lawrance, and the case of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons v. Robinson was 
cited. Mr. Justice Day said— : 

The Lord Chief Justice: Did they convict him or not: 

Mr. Morton Smith : No, my lord, they gave judgment 
for the respondent in chat case. Mr. Justice Day 5!

Mr. Justice Darling: Where is the qualification ! 
“Canine specialist. Dogs and cats treated for all 
diseases.” Now. you have admitted, Mr. Morton Smith, 
that if he had simply said “ M. Collinson. Dogs and 
cats treated for all diseases” he would not have come 
within the Act.— No. 

Mr. Justice Darling: Then the whole thing really 
turns on what he means when he says “ Canine speci- 
alist.” Now, there is no harm in “canine.” If be had 
said canine, anything but specialist, it would not have 
mattered.--Then, my lord, he would not have got 
people to go to him, because he puts himself forward 
as a person who has specialised knowledge which enables 
him to treat cats and dogs. 

Mr, Justice Darling : “ Canine specialist” may be if 
he could tell you whether a dog was likely to win a prize 
or whether it was qualitied —But, my lord, he follows 
it up with diseases. It is in connection with diseases. 
He does not put himself forward as a skilfnl dog 
fancier. 

Mr. Justice Ridley! [ think, Mr. Morton Smith, it 
looks like this : “I am a man who can treat dogs for you, 
but Iam not a veterinary surgeon.” That is what he 
says. It is like a herbalist. A herbalist says “ diseases 
treated,” but he does not say he is a doctor. He does 
not get the benefit of the word “ veterinary surgeon ” at 
all : he does not use it.—But he is saying “ I am a person 
with some special knowledge which enables me to treat 
the diseases of dogs.” 

Mr. Justice Ridley: I daresay he does that, but that 
oes not say he is a veterinary surgeon. 

Mr. Morton Smith: [It does not require him to say 
he is a veterinary surgeon. Waat the Act says 
ae shall not do is that you shall not put ont 
that you are specially qualified to treat that which 
veterinary surgeons treat, namely, the diseases of dogs. 
The words of the Section are “ specially qualified to 
practise.” Here is a man who says “I am specially 
qualified ; I am a specialist ; I am specially qualified to 
treat the diseases of dogs. The treatment of the diseases 
of dogs is admitted to be—

dogs!” Tt may be iutended that a inan may practise 
who has knowledge of dogs without being a member of 
the Veterinary College at all, but he is not entitled to 
use the name or the title of veterinary surgeon, and in 
point of fact he does not. 

Mr. Morton Smith : There ave two things, my lord. 
First of all this Act was intended to deal with two 
classes of people. There were certain people who were 
members of the College of Veterinary Surgeons and cer- 
tain persons who were not, at the passing of the Act. 
With reference to the persons who were not so qualitied, 
they were allowed to continue in practice, and they are 
described as existing practitioners and are dealt with 
under Section 15. But I submit that the intention of 
the Act was to prevent anybody not being a veterinary 
surgeon or being a person who is entitled to be regis 
tered as an existing practitioner—those persons who 
had been practising as farriers before the passing of the 
Act—to prevent anybody but those two classes of persons 
from putting forward a statement representing that they 
were specially qualified to treat the diseases of animals 
which came within the scope of the Veterinary Surgeons 
Act. That was the object and scope of the Act, I sub- 
mit, and that was the view taken by the Judges in 
Robiuson’s case. 

Mr. Justice Ridley : The words of the Act are very 
careful, you know.—-Your lordship sees the Preamble 
of this Act shows what the intention was at the time 
the Act was passed—it was to distinguish between quali 
fied and unqualified practitioners. ‘The existing practi 
tioner wasa person who treated animals, including dogs, 
but who, was not qualified as a member of the College. 
Surely this man does put forward that he is— 

Mr. Justice Ridley: There is many a gamekeeper 
could put upa notice of this kind with perfect justifica- 
tion who is not a veterinary surgeon. A gamekeeper 
kuows about dogs better than many veterinary surgeons 
do. Why if he puts up a notice “Canine Specialist ” is 
he to be prosecuted for that ?— My lord, if he says “Canine 
Specialist” and then follows it up with the statement— 

Mr. Justice Ridley : I do not like the word “ special- 
ist” or “ Canine.” Snpposing he puts up “ Dogs treated 
by a person who understands them.” 

The Lord Chief Justice ; That would be all right. 

Mr. Morton Smith : That would be all right. Lam 
not suggesting that for a moment. 

Mr. Justice Darling: What is the difference between 
that and “Canine Specialist.” “Canine” means dogs ? 
—He follows it up with “diseases” —he is a specialist 
with reference to the diseases of dogs. 

Mr. Justice Ridley ; So is a gamekecper—at least, he 
ought to be.—He cannot treat and charge a fee for it. 
If he holds himself out to practise and charges a fee 
for it he comes within the first part of the section for 
committing an offence and he cannot recover his fee 
under the second part, because he is prohibited from re- 
covering. 

Mr. Justice Ridley: 1 do not think itis very easy. 

Mr. Morton Smith: That is my submission. T cannot 
do more than that. ; 

Mr. Justice Ridley : I understand the point. 

The Lord Chief Justice: You have put your point 
before us. 

JUDGMENT. 


The Lord Chief Justice: It is unfortunate this case 
has not been argued on the otherside. I have a very 
strong view that this decision is wrong. It seems to me 
we have got to look at the Act and see what was the mis- 
chief aimed at. The mischief aimed at was that “It is 
expedient that provision be made to enable a re- 
niring the aid of a veterinary surgeon for the cure or 
prevention of diseases in or injuries to horses and other 
animals, to distinguish between qualified and unqualified 
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practitioners.” Then Section 2 indicates that “ ‘ Veteri- 
nary Surgery’ means the art and science of veterinary 
surgery and medicine.” There is no definition of 
“veterinary,” so far as I know, in this or any other 
statute. Therefore having said that it is desirable to 
enable people to distinguish between qualified and 
unqualified, it is perfectly clear that in respect of 
animals, who cannot speak for themselves, the people 
who are to treat them should be persons who have some 
recognised qualification ; and accordingly Section 17 
said: “If after the 3lstday of December, one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-three any person, other than 
a person who for the time being is on the Register of 
Veterinary Surgeons, or who at the time of the passing 
of this Act held the Veterinary Certificate of the High- 
land and Agricultural Society of Scotland, takes or uses 
the title of Veterinary Surgeon or Veterinary Practi- 
tioner (this man did not do that) or any name, title, 
addition, or description, stating that he is a Veterinary 
Surgeon or a Practitioner of Veterinary Surgery or any 
branch thereof, or is specially qualified to practise the 
same.” Therefore the Section meant to deal with cases 
where the man did not call himself a veterinary surgeon, 
did not call himself a practitionor of veterinary surgery, 
but did indicate that he is specially qualified to practise 
the same, and that was by an addition or description to 
his name. Now there being no definition of “ veteri- 
nary surgery” I think it is not unimportant to see, as 
Mr. Morton Smith has pointed out to us, that the Char- 
ters were confirmed. The Charters are charters for the 
establishment of the College ; it is to be “a school of 
veterinary art, in which the anatomical structure of 
horses, cattle, sheep, dogs, and other domesticated ani- 
mals, the diseases to which they are subject, and the 
remedies roper to be applied, are investigated and regu- 
larly taught.” Therefore it seems to me, looking at the Act 
and the Charter, taken together, it cannot be disputed that 
for the purpose of this Act the mischief aimed at is the 
people who mislead by ¢escription as to their qualifica- 
tions for treating dogs and possibly cats, but certainly 
dogs. Now this gentleman put up “ M. Collinson, Canine 
Specialist. Dogs and Cats treated for all Diseases.” Now 
it seems to me impossible to give those words “Canine 
Specialist ” the meaning that he is a judge of dogs, or that 
he is a breaker of dogs, or that he could tell the breed of 
dogs ; it means canine specialist in reference to the 
words that follow. As I understand it, anybody would 
say looking at this, “‘ This is a gentleman who says he is 
a specialist in the diseases of dogs.” I cannot think 
there is any other meaning to be attached to those 
words, and therefore if, as I think the legislature meant 
to say, a person indicates that he is specially qualified 
to practise the treatment of the diseases of dogs, that is 
one of the things he is not to do unless he is a member 
who has obtained the necessary qualification. With 
reference to the observation made in the course of this 
argument, that anybody may treat dogs, and that it was 
net intended to stop their treating them, I think it was 
intended to stop their treating them unless they were 
qualified, and unless they really tell the public so. It 
seems to me that these words do indicate that the man 
had the kind of qualification which the Statute says 
you are not to indicate unless you have the proper quali- 
fication. 

Of course I am dealing entirely with the case of a 
man who practises for fees ; [ am not dealing with the 
case of aman who does it as an act of kindness or any- 
thing of that kind, but a man who is carrying on trade 
of that kind. I myself think, though I should not be 
bound by it unless we had the facts before us, that this 
case is a much clearer infringement of the Statute tomy 
mind than was the case of the Royal College of Veteri- 
nary Surgeons v. Robinson. I doubt very much whether 
{ should have decided, had it been reasoned, the Robin- 
son case in the same way. I should have thought that 


a man who put up “ Veterinary Forge ” might very well 
be understood to mean “I ama good smith because | 
understand the structure of horses’ feet and therefore the 
anatomy of them, and therefore I am a good smith.” | 
should have thought it was very much further off de. 
scribing himself as specially qualified to deal v ith the 
diseases of animals. At the same time I only mention 
that because I do not in any way decide this case be- 
cause there is the authority of the Royal College of 
Veterinary Surgeons v. Robinson. But I think taking 
this case it is, if I may use the expression, a stronger 
case, and there is nothing in Robinson’s case to indicate 
to me that I ought not to take the view which I do of 
these words. Then with regard to the case before my 
brother, Sir John Day, and my brother Lawrance, that 
was the case of a man who held himself ont as a 
chemist, who sold drugs. He did not for a minute pur- 
port or suggest that he was going to treat the disease. 
Therefore there is nothing in the authorities to indicate 
that I ought not to take the view I do; and taking the 
view I do that this man did mean to state to the public 
that he was specially qualified to treat the diseases of 
dogs, 1 think there was a direct infringement of the 
Statute. I understand my brothers are not so clear 
about it as [ am, but having this opinion I felt bound 
to express it. 

Mr. Justice Ridley: I concur, but with hesitation, in 
the opinion of the Lord Chief Justice about this case, 
With regard to the former decision of the Royal College 
of Veterinary Surgeons v. Robinson, quoted by Mr. 
Morton Smith, that seems to have been decided as it 
was because the court thought that the words “ Veteri- 
nary Forge” implied that persons taking horses ‘to the 
forge would get the benefit of veterinary skill and treat 
ment forthem. Ido not think myself that I should se 
have understood those words; and I much doubt 
whether, if the case had come before me, I should have 
decided in the same way. I ought not to say more than 
that. There itis: and as far as it goes it is an authority 
that is an interpretation of this Act of Parliament. The 
case before us is a different one. The word “Veter 
nary” nowhere —— in the description put forward 
by this person. admit that this is not conclusive in 
his favour decause Section 16 of this Act of Parliament 
deals with that. Section 17 is to the same effect, and it 
appears to me toirdicate that the person in order to 
offend against that Section ought so to offend that he 
gives a description which is equivalent to a statement 
that he has got the skill which he ought to have—that 
he has the skill of a veterinary surgeon. The words 
are, “ Any name, title, addition, or description stating 
that he is a veterinary surgeon ora practitioner of veter! 
nary surgery or any branch thereof, or is specially 

ualified to practise the same.” It is quite true that 
the words do occur “or is specially qualified to practise 
the same,” but I think that must be read with the others 
and must be taken to mean a description indicating that 
he isa veterinary surgeon. They are in the same, se 
tence, and they are passed with a view of preventing @ 
person from practising as such as a veterinary surge? 
unless he isone. That is what it comes to. The wore 
are added ont of caution in case there should be some 
mode found by persons of escaping from the previols 
more particular words. In the present instance wi@ 
does he put up? “Canine Specialist. Dogs and Cats 
treated for all Diseases.” If I were asked when 1s" 
a notice of this kind, “ Do you think it is a veterina!y 
surgeon who put up that notice?” I should say, 
tainly not.” Ifhe were he would put up a very differen 
notice. He is a quack--that is what he is—he ' : 
quack in the veterinary line. The same word that Z 
use for an unqualified surgeon or doctor for — 
beings, this person is for dogs. But there 1s many 
quack that is a good doctor, and I suspect theres ™@ au 


a person who knows about dogs and their diseases © 
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gives them very good treatment, and who is a benefit 
to them, and who is not a veterinary surgeon. [ think 
we ought to bs careful how we interfere with that. 
Sometimes it is a long way to where the veterinary sur- 
geon’s nearest place of abode is, and the wretched animal 
has to be taken a long distance. I am rather loath to 
interfere wijh people who, in the opinion of some, are 
found to interfere with this Act of Parliamgnt. I 
should be rather inclined to give it a narrower construc- 
tion if I could do so, and say that so long as you do not 
pretend toa skill such as qualified the real veterinary 
surgeon you are not to be held to be within these pro- 
visions. However, the Court, my lord, thinks otherwise, 
and [ suppose Iam wrong in taking that view. The 
other view to take is this. You have said here that 
“You do understaud about diseases of dogs, and there- 
fore you do say that you have a special knowledge of 
that subject. If that isthe view that prevails with my 
lord, I do not think myself strong enough to object to 
it, beyond doing that—which Iam very loath to du— 
arguing the other way when giving my judgment. 

Mr. Justice Darling: I have come to the conclusion 
that this appeal should he allowed, though 1 confess with 
very great difficulty. We are here constrning an Act of 
Parliament. If this were not an Act of Parliament but 
were a Bill, [should admit that my brother Ridley has 
wade an admirable second reading speech against it ; 
hut unfortunately I think, it is an Act of Parliament, 
and we have got to deal with the words. The only words 
which seem to me to apply to this case, the words 
“specially op mop indicate that he is_ specially 
ar e does say that he is a “ Canine Specialist.” 

eally I think grammatically it means that he is a dog 
with some special Jearning, but no doubt it would not 
be understood so. My brother Ridley says he would 
understand that to mean that he was a quack—not a dog, 
but a person practising as a dog doctor. I suppose that 
is what most people would think. He is a specialist to 
do what? To do with regard to dogs scmething which 
would cure them of diseases. That séems to me to come 
within the words of the Act of Parliament—specially 

ualified in regard to curing the diseases of dogs, | 
should have felt at liberty to take a different view 
perhaps if it had not been for the case of the Royal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons v. Robinson which has 
been cited to us. I should, if I had had to decide that 
case in the first instance, have had very great doubt 
whether saying that you kept a veterinary forge was 
holding yourself out as having any particular skill in 
regard to such matters as veterinary surgeons are sup 
posed to understand. I should have thought myself 
that it was merely a way of describing in rather high- 
flown terms a shoeing forge. But there is the case, and 
if that interpretation was put upon it in a weaker case 
than this, I think, I do not see how I can differ from the

Two New Journals for Municipal Veterinary 
Surgeons. 


_ Two new monthly professional journals, both specially 
intended for municipal veterinarians, are about to appear 
on the Continent. The first is French—La Reveu 
pratique des abattoirs et de linspection des viandes et 
comestibles, which will be published under the directon 
of M. Carreau, director of the abattoir at Dijon, and 
M. Rosseau, director of the abattoir at Reims, with the 
collaboration of M. Leclar and Dr. Moreau. It will 
treat of all questions relating to the construction and 
administration of abattoirs, the inspection of meat and 
foods, the laws regulating the food supply, and kindred 
subjects. 

The second is a Spanish jonrnal—La Revista de 
inspeccion vetertinaria, published at Saint Sébastien 
Spain, under the direction of Senor Severio Curia. This 
is an illustrated journal, specially devoted to meat 
inspection and other questions of interest to municipal 
veterinary surgeons. 

The time is not yet ripe for the publication of a similar 
journal in England. Nevertheless, we have not a few 
inunicipal veterinarians to whom one, at least, of these 
Continental periodicals should be of interest and value.

The Late Mr. Dayus, Dorrington. 
“Carr Carapoc.’’ 

At the end of the hunting season, which he loved so 
well, with the birds twittering in the branches of the 
trees, and sunshine bathing the old churchyard at Dor- 
rington in golden light, were laid to rest on Tuesday, 
March 31st, the mortal remains of the late Mr. Charles 
Dayus, M.R.C.V.S., Dorrington, a thorough good 
sportsman, respected by young and old, rich and poor, 
for his unfailing kindness and courtesy to all who came 
in contact with him. Throughout the village blinds 
were drawn, and everyone by some token or other 
showed the respect they had for the deceased, and the 
grief they felt at his death. 

As the coffin, covered with lovely wreaths, was borne 
into the church, the choir sang “O rest in the Lord.” 
Then the beantiful burial service was read by the Vicar 
(the Rev. E. F. Wayne) and the lesson by Rev. Mr. Can- 
non (Plealey). The swelling strains of Chopin’s “Funeral 
March” pealed forth from the organ, and an impressive 
service in the church ended with the “ Dead March” in 
“Saul,” Mr. G. Dixon (an old friend of the deceased) 
presiding atthe organ. At the grave the last rites of 
the Church were performed by the Vicar, and then after 
the family had taken their farewell glance into the ivy- 
lined grave, those present slowly filed past and left an 
old friend sleeping. 

Deceased, who was 71 years of age, was a native of 
Longnor. He obtained the diploma of the Royal College 
of Veterinary Surgeons in 1857, and had an extensive 
practice in Dorrington and a large district around. A 
warden of Dorrington Parish Church for 43 years, Mr. 
Dayus was always selected as lay delegate to the Here- 
ford Diocesan Conference ; he was a manager of the 
Dorrington Schools, a member of Condover Parish 
Council, and a trustee of the Parish Charities. He 
acted as honorary veterinary insnector at the Shropshire 
and West-Midland, Bishop’s Castle, and many other 
agricultural shows ; and wasan inspector for the county 
of Salop under the Diseases of Animals Act. He was 
ever ready to give his services for the welfare of his fel 
lows, and the large attendance of the public at the 
funeral demonstrated how much he was esteemed. 

The chief mourners were :—Mr. C. E. Dayus, 
M.R.C.V.S., Craven Arms, and Dr. F. H. Dayus, Lon- 
don (sons); Dr. and Mrs. Guest (son-in-law and daugh- 
ter); Mr. Robert Dayus (Longnor, brother); the Misses 
Dayus (Longnor, sisters); Mrs. C. E. Dayus (danghter 
in-law); Master Dayus (grandson); and Miss L. Mere- 
dith. There was a large assembly at the graveside and 
many beautiful wreaths were sent

Endowed with rare literary skill, his description 
of a run, of the humour of the day, told with a pretty 
wit and a charm of style, stirred the pulse and afforded 
pleasure to a large number of sporting readers, who fol- 
lowed him for the day over the country which he so 
vividly described. Though his noble heart is still in 
death, yet will his memory ever remain dear to thcse 
who knew him to be one of the best who ever bestrode 
horse and followed hounds.—Shrewsbury News.

THE PROPOSED BILL. 


Sir, 

Now that this correspondence has degenerated into 
mere reiteration of opinions qualified by imputation of 
motives, I think I may cease to occupy your space after 
this attempt to clear the ground. 

When Mr. Dollar issued his remarkable circular to the 
profession for the purpose, as he has since told us, of enab! 
ing the practitioner to form an impartial opinion of the Bill, 
I wrote what I thought was a temperate article in favour of 
it, and I concluded by saying—‘‘our first move should be 
to clear up all doubt as to the wishes of the majority and 
see what that majority is.’’ 

On March 7th the following paragraph appeared in a long 
letter from Mr. Dollar—* that if those members of Council 
who retire at the ensuing election will have the courage 
clearly to define their attitude towards the Bill the result 
will prove instructive—and surprising.’’ This is a distinct 
challenge, and was not made by me. 

On March 14th, [invited Mr. Dollar to back his challeng- 
by putting himself in the same position as the retiring mem. 
bers of Council, and so let us havea clear issue and an open 
verdict. 

On March 21st Mr. Dollar wrote saying he was ** quite 
willing to accept this challenge ’’ but craftily added a quali. 
fication to the effect that one retiring member, whose views 
Mr. Dollar knew were opposed to his, should forsake his 
colleagues, and possibly allow of some misunderstanding. 

On March 28th I drew attention to this disingenuous piece 
of hedging, hoping that Mr. Dollar would not shirk the test 
which he anticipated would be “ instructive '’ and probably 
“surprising '’ if accepted by his opponents. 

I have made all these quotations to show how Mr. Dollar 
conducts acontroversy. Hechallenged the retiring Council 
on March 7th, and in his last letter (April 4th) calmly 
saddles me with its initiation, thus—‘‘ Mr. Hunting’s elec. 
tion challenge has gone out with the disconcerting finality 
of a damp squib.’’ He will pardon me for asserting that 
his challenge has gone out like a spluttering candle under 
an extinguisher. 

He promises, however, to deal with the question through 
“other channels.’’ An intimate experience of my pr 
tagonist’s ways warrants me in prophesying that his other 
channel will be a circular to the profession posted so near 
the date of election as to exclude the possibility of reply.

When I went into this controversy I did so as a member 
of the R.C.V.S. It never entered my mind that as I was 
County Council Inspector and an Examiner I ceased to be 
a veterinary practitioner. Still less did I imagine that | 
laid myself open to a suggestion of selfishness and cupidity. 

Perhaps when Mr. Dollar reads his last letter over aga" 
he will be sorry to find that he expressed the opinion—that 
Examiners, Principals of Schools, Members of Council and 
Lawyers “ believe this Bill to be a good one "’ because the) 
expect ‘more pay,’’ ‘benefits by grants,"’ or ‘a perpetual 
feast ’’ out of the funds provided. 

Such a statement is unworthy even of Mr. Dollar, and, 
if it accidentally discloses his real feelings, it goes some W*! 
to explain what no one has quite yet understood, his bitte! 
and exaggerated attack upon the carefully and honest! 
considered work of the Council.—Yours truly,
